Dean Doyle will make a detailed 
report of IBs survey and conclusions 
at the annual convention of the As- 
sociation of Deans and Advisers of 
Men in Washington, April 11,. 12. l;j. 

In spite of public opinion and com 
ment concerning the conduct of the 
modern college man and womftn, the 
Doyle survey sifo'ws that in the opin- 
ion of. the deans and presidents Of 
American colleges, t ho student of to- 
day lias higher ideals and purposes, 
'loos better and more serious scholas- 
tic work and lives by a higher stand- 
ard of moral Conduct than the stu- 
dent of any preceding generation in 
the history of the country. 

The purpose of tho survey, said 
Dean Doyle, was a desire “to con- 
tribute something toward tho correc- 
tion of what I believe to bo erroneous 
public opinion concerning the college 
man and woman today.” 

Leading Universities Reply 

Among tho responses were replies 
from deans of men, presidents or

In the recent cigarette test made at 
the University, Oi.D Golds were 
chosen by the students as the best. 
The cigarettes were masked Jjy 
black labels so that the names of 
the brands were concealed, bach 
label was numbered. This was 
judged to be the most sporting way 
of testing the merits of the four 
leading brands. Some 208 Yale 
students were asked tu smoke the 
four disguised brands without 
knowing their identity. 

They were merely to choo^e. by' 
number, the one that was most 
appealing to the taste. I 

The News supervised the test 
on Januaryl8atvarious fraternity 
houses and in the News office. 

When the votes were recorded 
it was discovered that Old Gold 
(Cigarette No. 3) had won. Old 
Gold was given 63 first choices, 
which was 11 per cent ahead of 
Cigarette No. 2, *34 per cent ahead 
of Cigarette No. 1 , and 53 per cent 
ahead of Cigarette No. 4.
